PROCEEDINGS: Meeting called to order at 6:10 p.m. by Chair, @atke Shannon
DIRECTOR/CHAIR SUMMARY:

Director Shannon began by explaining the purpogseebpen forum meeting, thanked the operators and
guests for attending the meeting and introducednémbers of the Board and agency staff.

Director Shannon explained agenda items the Boarddibe considering at their business meeting on
Friday morning and invited everyone in the audietocattend. Items to be reviewed or discussed dexd
rule changes, monster trucks, division managepsntelegislative proposal, fee increase proposdlany
other business that may come before the Boarchahtis meeting. She stated that Friday’s Board
meeting was open to the public, however, no pudgdimment would be allowed. She noted if the audienc
had questions or concerns that needed to be detbiysthe Board, these concerns should be asked or
addressed at tonight's meeting. She stated thedBeauld begin tonight's meeting by presenting
proposals, operational reports and reviewing okirmss from the 2009 meeting. She told the audience
copies of the 2009 Year End Review brochure weadlae and if anyone wanted one to see one of the
inspectors.

LEGISLATION AND RULE MAKING REPORT PROVIDED BY SARA SCHERER,
LEGISLATIVE DIRECTOR FOR THE DEPARTMENT:

Ms. Scherer began by stating the Department prapbse the Carnival and Amusement Rides Safety Act
[430 ILCS 85] be amended to explicitly include miengrucks as amusement rides; prohibit the uselbf
phones by operators while operating an amusensbri attraction and clarify that permits for ricdsll

be surrendered to the Department upon the saleidé @r attraction or immediately upon requesthey
Director. She stated these legislative changdsedip the Department with enforcement of the Add a
provide the public with safer operation of amuseimeles and attractions.

Ms. Scherer stated the administrative rules becazffeetive December 29, 2009, and will be publisired
the lllinois Register on January 15, 2010. Themadking was implemented in order to reflect chatges
the existing law and update incorporated safetydsteds.

Public Comment: A lengthy discussion was held on operators useligphiones while operating a ride or
attraction. It was finally suggested by severarafors that, as part of the application processgos
should be required to have a cell phone policyemdiof putting this restriction in the statute.e ®gency
is to prepare a draft for the Board’s considerafibthe spring meeting.
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Public Comment: A member of the audience suggested the Departiiekt about staggering the
expiration dates of the permits.

OPERATIONAL REPORT PROVIDED BY DOUG RATHBUN, MANAGE R OF THE CARNIVAL
DIVISION:

Mr. Rathbun reported that the Non-destructive TREIT) list has not changed since last year. Opesat
are expected to comply with all NDT requirements.

Mr. Rathbun stated the division will be verifyingat all safety critical bolts, which the manufaetur
requires to be replaced at a scheduled intervag baen completed. He stated that operators moxsitle
proof that said bolts have been changed by sulmgittidated invoice to the office with their apptica.

Mr. Rathbun reminded operators that prior to th&l28perating season, all Venture ride owners wbald
required to provide an overhaul inspection repadrgdo receiving a permit to operate. He notegl th
Department sent a letter explaining the specificetiand requirements for the overhaul to all Ventide
owners. He encouraged owners to call the officaighthere be any questions regarding the overhaul
requirement.

Mr. Rathbun informed operators that the agency dibel mailing a letter to all operators explaining
requirements and suggestions for ways to make 20di0 inspection process go smoothly this season.
Attendees were then provided a copy of the letkér. Rathbun reported that the Department hasythirt
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days from the time an application is submittedgprave the application and schedule an inspeckien.
reported that currently the process is being cotaegla less time, perhaps two weeks. However, diled
loss of the Southern IL inspector he encourageglpgo apply early, which would help with the
scheduling of inspections during the peak season.

AGENCY BUDGET PRESENTATION PROVIDED BY BERT RODRIGU EZ ASSISTANT
DIRECTOR FOR THE DEPARTMENT:

Mr. Rodriguez presented on the Carnival Safety $dovi revenues and costs, shortfalls, and options to
address the Division’s budget challenges. He dtagsv revenuesnust be found to adequately fund the
program and meet future obligations. He then prteskan overview of how lllinois carnival and
amusement ride inspection fees compare to othelasistates.

Mr. Rodriguez then presented three fee increaggogeds that the Department will present to the 8dar
consideration.

Public Comment: A very lengthy discussion ensued as various pesypeessed their opinions about
having to pay increased fees, asked why the pémnspection fees were required at the time they fikeir
application (rather than at the time of inspectiaigcussed staggering the permit expiration dauels
asked why we did not accept credit cards. DireStmnnon stated that the Department must enfoece th
law as it is written. She further summarized teps that are necessary for an idea to be enadtethv.

Public Comment: A member of the public noted that other statesaathe use of credit cards and that it
might be worthwhile for Illinois to look at that tpn.

OLD BUSINESS:

A large portion of the discussion at the June Bamaegting revolved around what requirements (if dhg)
Department should mandate with respect to monsteks operated as amusement rides. At Friday’s
Board meeting, the Board will further discuss & bepartment should regulate monster trucks.

NEW BUSINESS:

Director Shannon stated the Board will discussriglaly’s Board meeting whether or not the Department
should regulate Peddle Cars and Wacky Bikes.

OTHER BUSINESS:

Director Shannon then recognized John Petermarrethied from the agency on Decembef*atter 25
years of service. The audience gave Mr. Peternsanaling ovation and expressed their thanks and
appreciation for his years of dedicated service@mperation. Director Shannon thanked him angdta
he would be missed.

Public Comment: A member of the public reiterated the concern abfweineed to fill the vacant inspector
position in Southern lllinois.
